Gemberling's status vlll be that of a reemployed 
annuitant and be adll be compensated at the salary rate, 
exclusive of fringe, for the grade and step obtained at the 
time of his separation, less the dally rate of hia 
retirement annuity. In Ur. Gemberling's case, the hourly 
rate without the fringe is $15.19, or $121.52 per day. The 
dally rate of the annuity is $M.10, which means the Bureau 
will pay Ur. Gemberling $E7.42 per day for his services. 

In addition to the above cosgiensatlon be will be 
entitled to per diem and travel expenses as required for any 
necessary out of area travel. Any claim for reimbursement
